, THE PARTY PROCEEDED 


to the pool-rooms in the Merchants’ Exchange 


building. Onentering the place there and 
beholding his man Thomas quickiy moved 
around to where he was and struck up a 
conversation with him. After talking to him 
awhile he walked him outside, talking with 
him very pleasantly all the while. Then 
he edged him over to the north side of 
Pine street, and just as they reached 
the stairwaggof the Globe-Democrat building, 
where the two St. Louis officers stood, Thomas 
grabbed hold of his companion’s wrist 
and informed him he was under ar- 
rest. The man had his hand in his 
overcoat pocket at the time. He looked up 
with surprise, but attempted no resistance, 
Detectives Frese and Zeigler being at hand to 
take charge of him. 
THE THREE OFFICERS 

proceeded with their man to the Four Courts, 
where he was locked up with the entry ‘‘Hold 
for the Chief’’ entered on the book after his 
name. Detective Thomas treated him very 
kindly and sent him ina blanket to sleep 
on and to-day sent him meals from a 
neighboring restaurant. The prisoner was 
poorly clad and very little money was found 
on him. He admitted being the man whom 
Thomas had been tracking about the country, 
but denied being Mr. Smith’’ of Cronin 
fame. He took his arrest good-naturedly, but 
would say little to the officers. 

As Detective Thomas emerged from the cell 
in the holdover atthe Four Courts this after- 


The Chief—yes, the Chief—you mean the 
St. Louls Chief—yes. Well, 1 never say the 
St. Louls Ontet but once, and I only said 
good morning to him then. 

The fellow stopped and swallowed the lamp 
in his throat.

KELLY IS A MEDIUM-SIZED MAN 
about 35 years of age and is of Irish extraction. 
He is péorly dressed and the appearance of 
his face indicates thas he has 
been a hard drinker. He has 
by no means a pleasant face, but on the con- 
trary wore a sullen expression. His features 
are dark, and he has a fairly heavy mustache 
the same color. Whena reporter asked him 
a question bearing materially on the cause of 
his arrest, he jumped out of his 
chair, remarking, ou can go to 
the devil; I ain’t going to tell you my bistory.

This 
Important arrest of the man who lured the 
doctor to his destruction will clear one of the 
darkest spots of the mystery. Dispatches 
from Hancock, Mich., aud Little Rock 
tell of the arrest in those cities 
of ‘*Cooney the Foz, and J. B. 
Simonds.’’ This information Detective 
Thomas of Chicago, who is in the city, says is 
in all probability true. These arrests, while 
they do not intensify nor detract 
from the guilt of i Burke, Cough- 
lin, O'Sullivan and others convicted for 
the murders,how the ramifications of the con- 
spiracy which resulted in one of the most 
terrible murders ever known. 

The man under arrest here gives the name 
of J. B. Kelly and denies all complicity in the 
murder. Men are on their way from Chicago 
to identify him if he is Smith. 

HOW THE ARREST was MADE. 

The prisoner was arsssted lat hight by De- 
tectives Frese and Ziegler ofthis city. He 
was found on the streets and taken into cus- 
tody ona description furnished by De- 
tective as of Chicago. Thomas bas been 
in St. Louls for several days working on the 
quiet. When arrested the fellow was taken 
tothe Four Courts and at once locked up. 
Chief Huebler was telephoned for, but could 
not be found. The person was searched and 
placed in a cell in the Hold- 
over. Detective Thomas went at once to 
the telegraph office and wired the authorities 
at Chicago to the effect that he had under ar- 
rest In this city one of thé participators in the 
Cronin tragedy. He advised them to send down 
the witnesses at once for the purpose of a com- 
plete identification. Nothing further was done 
until morning, except to apply the pump to 
the prisoner for over an hour. This morning 
the news of the arrest first leaked out. Chief 
Huebler at first denied knowing anything 
about an arrest. Later he began to talk. He 
was asked a number of questions. 

He sald in substances as follows: 

‘*This man down stairs is supposed to bo 
in some way concerned inthe Cronin murder. 
He is not Cooney the Fox. I cannot say who 
he is however. 

What does the fellow have to say?“ 

He admits that he isthe man wanted by 
the Chicago authorities, buf denies that he Is 
guilty of the crime charged against him.“ 

„Where does he say he has been?’’ 

„All over the country. He was in St. Louis 
about six weeks ago; has been here several 
times in fact since he left Chicago.’’ 

„„What sort of a looking man is he?’’ 

„He is a medium-sized man, with a dark 
complexion and a dark mustache. He is not 
very well dressed, aud looks as if he had seen 
some hard times. He does not do much talk- 
Ing. 8 

„Wat does he have to say concerning the 
trial and conviction of the other parties in the 
| @onin case?“ 

‘*‘Idon’tknow. Ihavesaid nothing to him 
about it. I don’t know what questions 
Thomas or Frese and Ziegler have asked 
him. 

„Is he not Cooney the Fox?’’ 

„He is not. I can tell you that much 
etraight.’’ 

‘*Then is he Simmons?“ 

„Ah, that’s all I can tell you now.“ 


THE PRISONER. 

If the man under arrest at the Four Courts 
turns out in the end to be the party he is be- 
lieved to be then one of the most important 
captures that has yet. been made in 
the celebrated Cronin murder case 
of Chicago was effected in this city 
last night. The party gives the name of J. B. 
Kelly and is supposed to be noless a personage 
than Mr. Smith,“ the man who called for 
Dr. Cronin and drove him off in a buggy the 
night he was murdered. ‘‘Smith’’ was the 
last person in whose company thle 
murdered physician ws been alive by 
his friends. His arrest does not either lessen 
or strengthen the gulltof the other parties 
concerned in the case, ‘‘Smith’’ being him- 
self a principal in the crime. Whether 
the man here is the proper person 


only admitted that he never took any interest 
in such matters further than to sympathize 
with the Irish in their struggle for home rule. 

It appears that he has traveled considerably 
and knows the police in other cities. Whon 
asked a direct question as to his presence In 
Chicago when Cronin was assassinated, he 
said that he was there from February to June, 
1889. 

After he broke away from the reporters and 
got back to bis cell he sat in a 
remote corner, and being’ seized 
with 4 humorous fit, sent out 
word to the news gatherers that he forgot to 
tell them that he had iost his Chinese laundry 
ticket. 

WHERE KELLY LIVED IN Sr. LOUIS. 

The lodging- house, to which Kelly referred, 
is the People’s Hotel, which is located 
at the corner of Fourth street and Lucas 
avenue. He registered there for the first time 
as J. B. Kelly, Chleago, on August 20, 1889, 
and he has registered continuously ever since 
with the exception of one or two 
nights, the proprietor says, but he soon 
changed the ‘‘Chicago’’ to Cy.“ 

J. Leland, the proprietor, said that Kelly 
was a man of peculiar habits. He pretended 
to be a peddler of pocket dictionaries aud 
often took half a dozen of them ous 
with him. He generally returned to the hotel 
between 10 o’clock ana midnight, but never 
got up before 2 o’ciock in the afternoon 
and frequently not until; after 4 o’clock, 
complaining tbat he was nervous and had 
some nervous affection which prevented him 
from sleeping at nigth. He generally paid 
tor his bed regularly, Dut never had much 
money. Leland said that he looked 
upon Kelly with suspicion, but he saw a great 
many suspicious men and they did not attract 
his attention. His irregular habits and 
the fact that he was never out 
long enough to do much in the way of selling 
his books were the pecullaritios which drow 
attention to him. 

TO IDENTIFY HIM. 

Detective Thomas this gfternoon recelved a 
telegram from Chicago stating that parties 
would be down to-night to identify the pris- 
oner and decide whether he is Smith.“ 


noon, after a long talk with the suspect, he 
sald the man positively denied 
that he was Dan Cougblin’s friend 
Smith. The detective was, however, 
sure he had the right man and said he had 
been watching him between threeand four 
weeks. We shall havea positive identifica- 
tion as soon as men can get here from Chi-

it will be remembered, isone ofthe most im- 
portant personages in the Cronin case. He is 
the man who called for Dr. Cronin at the 
OConklin home the night ot the murder and 
drove off with him in a buggy. Cronin never 
returned. It was learned afterward that the 
rig in which the murdered physician was 
taken away was hired at Dinan’s stable and 
that the man who engaged it was recom- 
mended by Detective Coughlin of 
the Chicago police force, who 
has since been convicted of being connected 
with the murder. When Coughlin was asked 
concerning the rig he said that the man he rec- 
ommended at the stable was a Mr. 
Smith from Hancock, Mich. The 
Detective stated that his brather who resides 
at Hancock had given Smith a letter of Intro- 
duction to him and had requested him (Cough- 
in) to do what he could for him as he was 
an intimate friend of the brother at Hancock. 
Coughlin stated that Smith came to him the 
night of the murder and told him 
that he wanted to hire a rig to taxe 
his glri out driving, and the detective 
said he went to Dinan’s stable 
with him and got the conveyance 
for him. Capt. Schaack told Coughlin 
to arrest this man Smith and bring him 
in. Coughlin apparentiy searched for 
him some days, and then reported 
that he could not find him. 
Afterward Coughlin claimed that he had met 
Smith on the street, and the latter told him he 
was golng to Old Mexico, but the detective 
did not offer to bring bim in. It 
was for trusting Coughlin so much in this 
matter that Capt. Shaack was dismissed from 
the force. Coughlin’s story about was that 
was Smith introduced to him by a brother in 
Hancock, who had written that he Was a 
personal friend. No man answering the 
description of Smith had ever 
lived there. Mr. and Mrs. Conkim 
the livery man and others described the man 
who came in the buggy as a man 5 
fect 7% or 8 inches tall, weighing 
150 pounds, with dark brown 
mustache, a sharp, plereing eye, quick in 
movement and shabbily dressed in a faded 
brown overcoat, faded pants, slouch 
hat and muddy boots.

The Chicago 
authorities long ago located a man whom they 
believed to be Smith and the party under ar- 
rest is the person. 
AN INTERVIEW WITH THE PRISONER. 

At2o’clock this afternoon Post-DispatTcu 
reporters were admitted to the prisoner’s 
cell to question him concerning 
bis connection with: the. Cronin 
assassination, The fellow was brought in by 
Capt. Young. He appeared dazed and looked 
in a bewildered manner about the room. He 
was asked to state the cause of hisarrest. He 
said:

He said he knew nothing about the Cronin 
case, did not Know any ot those 
interested in the Cronin case ex- 
cept Thomas Desmond of Sam Francisco, 
did not know Burke, O'Sullivan the ice man, 
Alexander Sullivan, Kunze nor any of them on nae 
trial; had never belonged to any Clan-na- 
Gael camp and was not an active Irish sympa- | 
thizer, although of Irish parentage.

BRUTAL TREATMENT OF SOLDIERS BY COM- 
MISSION ED OFFICERS, 


A Bully Whe Received Well Merited Punish- 
ment atthe Hands ef a Private—Why 8a 
Many Young Men Are Avorse te Service 
in the Ranks—Comparisgon With Methods 
in Vegue in France.

N EW YORE, Feb, 
.18.—The areat 
manouvers of the Ger- 
man army were held near 
Friburg, in the province 
of Baden, One afternoon 
Auring a sham fight A. 
Hauptmann, command- 
ing four companies, was 
shotfrom his horse and 
died shortly afterward. 
How he was killed no one knew apparently. 
As soon as he fell from his horse the soldiers, 
whe had just fireda blank volley, were or- 
dered not to move, and an inspector passed 
along the lines examining each gun in the 
hope of finaing the one whose barrel differed 
from the other in being bright inside from the 
passage of the builet that had killed 
the officer, instead of havine the 
sooty lining produced by a blank 
cartridge. Had a soldier moved 
or shown any symptoms of uneasiness he 
would have fastened suspicion upon himself, 
so every One stood motionless asa statue until 
the last rifle had been examined and no evi- 
dence was found that pointed to the one who 
had firedtheshot. Every one knew what it 
meant, however; the occurrence was too 
common to need explanation. The dead 
officer had been a brute to his men, kicking, 
beating and otherwise abygsing them, until 
some soldier, maddened by the treatment, 
haa risked detection and shat the efficar dur- 
ing the sham fight. The soldier had been able 
to fire two eartridges, the first loaded, the 
second blank, and in this way cover up all 
traces of the bullet that had caused the 
| officers’ death, The next morning the news- 
papers contained simply an announcement 
that the officer had lost his life by accident, 
‘ne mention being made of the shooting. 
A SIMILAR CASE 
is told by Theobald Lutz, a native of Switzer- 
land, who served several years with an office 
in the Seventy second Regiment Infantry and 
in the German army, and is now in business 
in this city, having beenin this country only 
a year and a half. The man who did the 
shooting In this case, however, was detected, 
but asiteould not be proved that he did it 
with malicious intent, he was only impris- 
oned.. Mr. Luta said that shoe nails, pebbles 
and missiles of every description that van 
work harm are put into blank eartridges and 
used by the soldiers in a free target practice 
t unpopular effieers during sham battles. 
juropean travelers living in garrisoned elties 
in Germany have seen the soldiers mareh- 
ing to and from their work in 
their linen overails or pacin up 
and down on the parade ground with 
a stride caleulated* to get out of their logs all 
the locomotion that lufks within thelr mus- 
cles. They have doubtiess er beth ot 
these as apduous toil, and coneluded that it is 
as severe as anything the soldiers have to 
undergo. But they see only the pleasanter 
side of army life. They usually return with 
great respect for the German army and with 
an enthusiastic admiration for the uniform 
squareness of the officers’ shoulders, which te 
the initiated suggeste padding. They ma 
contrast them with the dimunitive French 
soldiers and wonder how «Napoleon could 
have so often routed such matehless men as 
these Germans, but if they knew something of 
the manner in which many of these square 
shouldered tyrants treat their men, their ad- 
miration would be lessened, if not whoily de- 
stroyed. 
In Mayence the writer has seen a German 
officer kick and cheke an awkward recruit in 
a manner so brutal that a man would almost 
have been justified in shooting the officer, A 
renchman would undoubtedly have done so.

authority, but the soldier knows that he is 
Habe to fare Jede if ba makes compiains 
against a superior than if he indures the abuse 
in slience.

Charles Vail Furnishes a Statement of the 
Insurance Obtained on His Wife's Life— 
He Has Not Yet Acted on the Demand 
for the Surrender of the Policy—Mrs. 
Jerome McAtee Describes the Accident 
and Points Out the Spot Where It Oo- 
curred—Mrs. McAteer Tells an Interesting 
Story of Mrs. Vail’s Confidences and Con- 
templated Divorce. 


Special Correspondence of PosT-DIsPaTcHu. 
‘OLD Monnon, Icon Co., Mo., Feb. 18.— 
Your correspondent has visited the McAtee 
farmand learned from Mr. Jerome McAtee 
and the members of his familie the details of 
the tragic ocourrence which took place here 
on Monday last. The little village of Old 
Monroe isin a state of excitement over the 
affair, and the continued inactivity of the 
authorities is subjecting them to criticism. 
Mr. McAtee is one of the wealthiest and best 


known farmers in this portion of the 
State, and his home, though a 
modest two story frame house, is 


often the gathering place of the people of the 
neighborhood. The fact that Mrs. Vail was 
Mr. McAtee’s neice would have been sufficient 
to arouse the community, but in addition to 
that the feeling which everyone bad for her 
was one of strong attachment and this had 
made everyone feel thatthe authorities were 
negligent in not investigating the manner of 
ber death. 

Mr. McAtee was found at hi home. Whenthe 
was asked for the circumstances of the shoot- 
ng he shook his bead and said he did not 
know; he did not see how such an accident 
could have oecurred. 

Did you know that there was £20,000 of 
insurance on your neice’s life?’’ was asked. 

No, he replied with a look of surprise. 

There was. 

Mr. McAtee’s face took on an angry look, 
his indignation rose and he spoke ol Vail in 
the most open manner, speaking so strongly 
that your correspondent hesitates about re- 
peating his language. Ihen Mr. McAtee said: 
„Come with me andI will show you where 
this thing took place. , 

HE LED THE WAY 
out of the house into the yard. On the ieft 
hand side was a barn and the road on the 
right hand was bordered by a corn field that 
* nelosed by a rail tence. A fence, about 


thirty feet from the house, separated the yard} 


proper from what be called the lot, and passing 
through the gate he walked into the lot about 
thirty feet further and stopped at a spot 
where the trampled ground showed where 
horses had often stood. 

‘*This is where we tie up the wagon,’’ he 
said, ‘‘and this is where it stood last Monday 
when Fannie was shot. She and Lizzie were 
going to ride down tothe depot with Vail and 
myself and they-came out with us to the 
wagon. My wife stood in the door to see us 
off. The horses were tiled to the fence there 
and I went up to unhitch them while Vall was 
helping the girls into the wagon. Whiie lL was 
untying the strap I beardashot. I whirled 
about ſustantly and saw Vail putting his arm 
around Fannie. I heard her say to him: 

** ‘Oh, Charile, you have shot me!’ 

He instantly replied: 

** *It struck the wheel.’ We took her into 
the house, that is we helped her ‘in. She 
could walk, but soon after she got into the 
house allthe lower portion of her body was 
paralyzed. She threw herself on the bed and 
said: ‘Oh! ain't this too bad!’ ’’ 

Vall was very much excited at first, but he 
soon calmed down. He waited on his wife, 
handed her water and talxed to ber, buthe 
did notshow any emotion that I could ob- 
serve.”’ 

„Can you say, Mr. McAtee, just where Vail 
and his wile were standing when the shot was 
fired?’’

Valil’s Statement. 


Charles Vail to-day gave a Posr- Disraron 
reporter the following statement concerning 
the Insurance on his wife’s life. At the same 
time he produced the policies and the state- 
ment was compared with them and found to 
be correct. 

There were four policies, one of which my 
lawyers think is notin force. Here are the 
other three. First the policy in the New York 


Life Insurance Co. for $5,000, payable 
to the children of the insured, 
share and share alike. As there 


were no children this goes to her relatives. 
I haye no interest in it whatever, and 
never bave had. The application was made 
by her, in the usual way, and the company’s 
physician made an examination of her in the 

resence of her mother, though she seems to 

ave forgotten thatfact. The premium was 
paid by me, and no objection has been made 
to the policy by this company, as far asl 
know. The next is an accident policy 
for $5,000, in the American Accidentjoompany 
of Louisville, Ky., payable sto her family. I 
have no interest in it whatever. This is an 
Ordinary travelers’ risk ticket, and the pre- 
mium paid on same was just 50 cents, carrying 
accident risk fortwodays. No objection has 
been made to this policy as far as I know. 
You see lI have no interest asa beneficiary 
whatever in these two policies. They are pay- 
able entirely to her family and rela- 
tives. The third policy is in the 
UnitedStates Mutual Accident -Association of 
the city of New York, for $5,000, and is pay- 
able tome. This isthe company that makes 
the fight on me, has caused all the sensation, 
and is charging me with every known crime— 
at the same timethreatening and demanding 
of me that Isurrender them this policy, sim- 
ply because it is: payable to me. They 
charge in the newspapers that the application 
was made fraudulently and her name forged 
to it, and that she knew nothing about it. 
Now, I am willing to stand or fall right on 
that proposition. Isay that the application 
was made by her, over her own signature, 
and when examined will be found to be in her 
owr handwriting. If it is not, I have nothing 
further to say.’’ 


Will Exhume the Body. 


It is understood that the county authorities 
will exhume the body of Mrs. Vailand hold an 
inquest. If they do not do it of their own ac- 
cord the insurance companies will request 
them to do so. How Mrs. Vail came to be 


buried without an inquest is something that 
has not been explained. Vall says that McAtee 
came to him the morning after 
Vail died and asked 
of a casket he wanted. ‘‘I don’t kKnow,’’ 
he replied, ‘*Don’t ask me about 
those matters. Just attend tothem-yourseclf as 
if she was your own daug nter. Vail is 
quoted assaying that Mr. McAtee said at the 
time that the shooting was unquestionably an 
accident and no inquest was needed, but Vail 
will mot say whether or not he did make this 
statement. Atany rate the woman did not 
die a natural death, yet she was buried with- 
out an inquest. How this could occur isa 
matter not easily understood.

Borrows of the United States Co. has secured 
specimens of Mrs. Vail’s handwriting and will 
compare 93 with the signature on the ap- 
plication which is said to have been forged. 

THE DIAMOND CASE. 

Reference has been made to a diamond case 
in which Vail was involved and the facts 
have been incorrectly etated. Vail charges 
that it was simply a case of blackmail and 
the record of the court shows that after the 
testimony for the prosecution was taken, be- 
fore any defense had been made, Vail was dis- 
charged. The story as it came out at the trial, 
on December 20, 1888, was told by Gall Bel- 
mont, a woman of bad character. She swore 
that prior to that time Vail had spenta night 
in her room at 909 Chestnut street. In tb 
evening he noticed a pair of diamond ear 
rings sue had on and said they were very 
pretty drops. The woman agreod that they 
were, and then, according to her testimony, 
Vall said: 1 am going to be married soon, 
and I intend to get a pair just like them!’’

HONORING CHARLES w. STEVENS. / 


The Medical Society Pays Its Tribute of 
Respect to the Former President. 


A mecting of the St. Louls Medical Society 
was held at noon to-day at its rooms in the 
Polytechnic Building to take action on the 
death of the late Dr. Charles W. Stevens. Dr. 
J. K. Bauduy, the President of the society, 
was in the chair, and Dr. Blickhahn officiated 


as secretary. There were present a number 
of the oldest and best known practitioners in 
the city, among them being Dre. McPheeters, 
Wm. Johnston, Hardaway, D. V. Dean, R. M. 
Jordan, Newland, A. Green, D. 
Kuhn, E. M. 
Mayger, Spie 
Miller, Hurt, Hypes, Dickinson, Heitsig, W. 
Goldsmith, N. Guhman, Charles Briggs, W. 
N. Brennan, Wessler, Borck, Dalton and 
Stuffel. 

When the meeting was called to order and 
its object stated by the Chairman, Dr. Mauchs 
moved that a committee of three be appointed 
to draft appropriate resolutions. The motion 
prevailed and Drs. McPheteers, Maughs and 
Dickinson were appointed on the committee, 
and they retired immediately to prepare their 
report. 0 

Dr. Brennan then arose and spoke for some 
minutes in praise of the deceased. The Speak- 
er sald he hadthe honor to be one ot Dr. 
Stevens’ pupils in the year 1858 when the lat- 
tor taught anatomy at Dr. Pope’s College. 
The Speaker considered him an excellent 
anatomist, an excellent physician and an ex- 
cellent man. He was an honor to the com- 
munity, and his death was a loss to the 
profession which be did much to adorn. 

Dr. A. Green sald that they all knew of Dr. 
Stevens’ ability and scientific acguirements, 
but he wished to speak of him as a gentiemen. 
He never knew a man ssessed of more 
gentiemanly qualities. Diogenes came 
here with his lantern in search ot a true man, 
the Speaker would have pointed out Dr. 
Stevens and say, nere is your man. 

Dr. N. Guhman said that he had known the 
deceased since 1861, and never knew anything 
but good of him. Dr. Stevens had taught him 
anatomy, and was one of thé fotnders of the 
st. Louis Medica Soc . 
Dean had known Dr. 
twenty-four years, and only 
criticism that couid be made wasthat he was 
too good for this world. His opinion of the 
cause of his sudden death was that his liver 
was affected, but that the immediate cause of 
his death was la grippe. Dr. Dean had made 
the postmortem. 

At this point the proceedings were inter- 
rupted by the report of the committee, which 
presented the foliowing resolutioas: 

Whereas, The St. Lous Medical Society is called 
upon to mourn the death of Dr. Charles W. Stevens, 

Resolved, That by his death. this Society has lost 
one of its oldest, oue of its ablest and one of its moct 
respected and honored members, its resident during 
the year 1879. in minor offices and relations ever 
active and faithfal, in earlier life an able 
instructor in professional duties; in later his epin- 
ions. especially iu psychiatry were sought from far 
and near; in public lifean active member in the 
Public school Board, personally warm and generous 
in his syinpathies, ary! avd genialin personal in- 
tercourse; in fine, has left a record honorable and 
long to be remembered. 

Resolved, That a copy of this action be transmitted 
to the bereaved family and that it be spread upon a 
memorial vage in the records of this society and that 
they be published in the dil papers. 

Resolved, ‘hat the society will attend the funeral 
obsequles of the deceased in a body.

FIFTEEN HUNDRED MEN IDLE. 


Result of the Recent Strike at Woburn, 
Mass. 


WoBURN, Mass., Feb. 18.—The members of 
the Manufacturers’ Association ata meeting 
last night voted to close every leather factory 
represented in the association to-morrow, 
and to keep them closed until the men return 


to work at the factory of Beggs & 
Cobb. This means the enforced idleness 
of 1,500 men. As a result of the 


recently adopted price-list most of the men 
went to work under protest In many of the 
shops, while in some factories the men de- 
cided not to do as much work for the pay pro- 
vided for by the list as they were formerly 
required to do, claiming that that 
was the only resort left. This was particu- 
larly the casein the shops of E. L. Shaw 
& Co., and Beges & Cobb. In the former this 
matter was amicably adjusted during the past 
week and the men have been returning a fast 
as the work was ready for them. At Begg s& 
Cobb, however, the men still remain out and 
it claimed, have all adopted and 
are now paying the price list of 
the arbitrators and are living strictly up to 
the letter of the decision of the board, which 
was practically an increase in wages over what 
the men formerly obtained of about 5 per 
cent. They claim, however, that the mén are 
not doing as they agreed to and that they 
have repeatedly violated the agreement.”

substitution of high tenslon Brush lamps for 
low tenison lamps which had been specified 
by the Board. Mr. Sutter, the Vice-President 
of the company, was present with Mortimer 
F. Taylor, the attorney of the company, Supt. 
Ayer, Col. John O’ Dey and others interested 
in the corporation, Col, Flad presided 
and allthe members were present. The com- 
mittee on street lighting had its report, which 
was outlined in yesterday’s Post-DiIsPraTou, 
ready for the board’s consideration as soon ag 
the meeting began, The report referred 
principally tothe action of the company in 
substituting high tension lamps for those of a 
low tension character in violation of its con- 
tract; and this, too, without ee the 
Board of Public Improvements, whith has 
supervision of the plante tor olty lighting. 

he questions asked by the board 
the investigation brought 
cullar state of affairs, A year ag 

ard was considering what system shotid be 
adopted, Mr. Sutter and his superintendent 
appeared before that body and strongly 
recommended the adoption of the low-tension 
Jeany system. Letters and indorsements 
were presented from all quarters showing 
thatt 0 tow entice system was superior to 
the other. The board agreed with the com- 
pany’s representatives, and after expert- 
menting approved the low-tension lamp, At 
the meeting to day Mr. Ayér, speaking of the 
two systems, considered the high-tension the

DOINGS IN THE COURTS. 


JUDGE DILLON DECIDES A CASE OF INTER: 


EST TO STOCKHOLDERS, 


If Steck Is Bought Outricht Below Par the 
Difference Cannot Be Collocted—Court of 
Appeals Decisions—Railroads’ Responsi- 
bility—The Glover & Finkenauer Assign- 
ment—Other Decisions and Rulings. 


Stockholders who have purchased stock be- 
low par or been let in on the ground floor, as it 
were, will be interested in the decision made 
by Judge Dillon this morning tn the ease of 
George C. Hackstaff against James Hogan and 
the Star Printing Co. Hogan bought $20,000 
worth of stock in the Star Printing Co. from 
Hacks taff for $11,000, and with the money a 
part payment was made on several Dyplex 
printing presses. Hackstaff tried. to collect 
the remaining $19,000 on the stock to pay the 
notes given for them as they fall due and 
Hogan refusedto pay. Hackstaff sued. On 
deciding the case, Judge Dillon says: 

„»The court, in passing on the demurrer, 
reached the conelusion that this petition 
should be retained simply forthe purpose of 
‘determining whether or not defendant Hogan 
was indebted to the corporation for or on ac- 
count of the stock whichhe bought. At the 
hearing it was shown that the corporation 
specifically agreed with him to sell him the 
stock at a certain price, and that he bas paid 
the company in fall this agreed price. 
This agreed price was less than the par 
value of the stock and plaintiff claims that 
notwithstanding its said agreement by which 
it sold the stock for a certain price less than 
par, still the company may and in duty to the 
other stockholders should collect from the 
defendant the full par value of the stock. 
Whatever may be the rights of creditors 
against one who pays less than par for his 
stock, the corporation itself cannot compel 
the stockholders to pay it more than the price 

agreed on between. the corporation and
